State  Bar  Association,  and  the 
“Favorite  Professor  Award”  in 
1966  from  the  Delta  Gamma 
sorority. 

He  served  as  president  of  Kappa 
Tau  Alpha,  honorary  journalism 
society  in  1958-59,  and  is  a 
member  of  Pi  Sigma  Alpha, 
political  science  honorary  society 
and  Phi  Kappa  Phi,  honorary 
scholastic  fraternity. 

The  administrator  has  served  as 
chairman  of  a Committee  to  Study 
Legislative  Organization  and 
Function  in  1966,  and  in  1968  was 
chairman  of  the  Constitutional 
Study  Committee,  designed  to 
recommend  a way  for  Utah  to 
pursue  the  task  of  constitutional 
revision.

There  are  a few  weird  individuals 
running  around  claiming  that  the 
present  uprisings  on  college 
campuses  are  the 
result  of  the 
administration 
failing  to 
recognize 
student  needs.

I’m  not  saying  that  our 
educational  system  as  now 
constituted  is  perfect,  but  it’s  time 
somebody  wakes  up  to  reality  on 
the  real  cause  of  campus  revolts. 

A letter  appearing  in  the  DAILY 
UNIVERSE  last  week,  by  David 
Child,  called  Pres.  Wilkinson’s 
recent  speech  on  campus  disorders 
“dribble.”  The  letter  read:  “Like  a 
worn-out  cliche  Pres.  Wilkinson 
yells  “communism”  and  attempts 
to  scare  us  all  into  believing  that 
college  disturbances  have  their 
conception  in  communist  dogma 
carried  out  by  troublemaking 
students.” 

There’s  no  doubt  that  the 
communists  are  leading  the 
insurrections.  Do  you  want  proof? 

Gus  Hall,  Secretary  of  the 
Communist  Party,  U.S.A.,  has 
stated,  “Fronts  are  things  of  the 
past— we  don’t  need  them.  We’ve 
got  the  Du  Bois  Clubs,  the  Student 
Non-Violent  Coordinating 
Committee,  ,the  Students  for  a 
Democratic  Society.  We  have  them 
going  for  us  and  they  are  not  fronts 
in  the  usual  sense  of  the  word.”

$2  at  the  matinee  and  $4  in  the 
evening.  Be  there  and  whoop  it  up.

Want  some  more  proof? 

John  Hillson,  member  of  SDS, 
wrote  in  the  Colorado  Daily,  April 
16,  1968:  The  revolution  is  also  a 
class  struggle:  Black  versus  white, 
rich  versus  poor. ...” 

Another  SDS  man,  Mike 
Klonsky , who  is  National  Secretary 
of  Students  for  a Democratic 
Society,  told  1000  SDS’ers  at  the 
University  of  Texas  what  SDS  was 
all  about.  “Our  primary  task  is  to 
build  a Marxist-Leninist 
revolutionary  movement,”  he  said. 

Still  think  Communism  hasn’t 
had  anything  to  do  with  campus 
turmoil? 

In  the  SDS  “New  Left  Notes”  of 
Dec.  23,  1968,  an  article  by  Mao 
Tse-Tung  stated:  “We  stand  for 
active  ideological  struggle  because 
it  is  the  weapon  for  ensuring  unity 
within  the  Party  and  the 
revolutionary  organization  in  the 
interest  of  our  fight.  Every 
Communist  and  revolutionary 
should  take  up  this  weapon.” 

Mao  was  referring  to  the 
free-speech  movements  which  have 
become  so  popular  on  college 
campuses.  At  Berkeley  the  free 
speech  movement  was  one  of  the 
first  Communist  efforts  to  make 
use  of  students  as  fodder  for  riots. 

In  the  FBI  Law  Enforcement 
Bulletin  (Feb.  1,  1967),  J.  Edgar 
Hoover  stated:  “At  the  core  of 
these  campus  disorders,  and  often 
below  the  surface,  v/e  find  agitator 
personnel  from  organizations  such 
as  the  communist  WEB  Du  Bois 
Clubs  of  America  and  their 
comrades  in  the  Students  for  a 
Democratic  Society-  a so-called 
“New-Left”  group;  members  of  the 
Progressive  Labor  Party,  a pro-Red 
Chinese  group;  and  individuals 
associated  with  organizations 
under  the  control  of  the  subversive

Who  Leads  Campus

The  sun  that  rose  over  Philadelphia  on  September  17, 1787  oozed  foi 
a thick  sticky  heat,  common  to  that  region  during  the  summer.  It  was 
such  humid  heat  that  the  delegates,  now  gathered  in  Independence 
had  fought  heated  debates  in  order  to  finally  arrive  at  the  docunii 
which  now  lay  signed  in  the  room.  The  occasion  of  the  signing  of 
Constitution  seemed  to  call  for  an  appropriate  speech,  and  it  was 
articulate  Benjamin  Franklin’s  patriarchal  sagacity  that  aptly  ended 
historic  meeting.  He  is  reported  to  have  remarked  that  often  during 
heat  of  the  many  bitter  debates  of  the  convention,  he  would  view 
painting  on  the  President’s  chair,  upon  which  was  an  artist’s  depiction 
rising  sun.  It  was  difficult  for  him  to  distinguish  whether  it  was  a risinj 
setting  sun,  he  said,  but  now  he  felt  he  knew  that  this  was  surely  a rii 
sun. 


BENJAMIN  FRANKLIN 

The  sun,  which  Benjamin  Franklin  used  to  symbolize  the  destiny  of  i 
nation,  was  truly  an  appropriate  symbol  for  our  youthful  nation.  Ami 
reflected  the  ideals  of  a free  people  with  bright  rays  of  hope  to  pi 
throughout  the  world;  and  for  most  who  came  to  this  new  land,  the  sun 
prosperity  arose  in  their  lives.  They  followed  the  sun  westward  fri 
Europe  to  the  forested  valleys  of  the  northwest.  From  Scandinavia 
came,  following  the  sun  to  opportunity  which  was  theirs  on  the  Gi 
Plains.  And  following  the  sun’s  golden  allure,  men  everywhere  floi ‘ 
westward  to  California.  The  westward  leading  sun  which  rose  in  Ami 
was  that  of  tradition  of  prosperity  based  on  the  promise  of 
opportunity.  From  our  pioneer  tradition  of  rugged  individualism,  we 
been  given  a sacred  legacy,  the  American  spirit.  One  of  the  basic  tenetj 
this  spirit  tells  us  that  in  order  to  recognize  the  dignity  of  a man,  he 
be  given  the  right,  the  privilege,  and  the  responsibility  to  provide  for 
own  welfare. 

We  have  been  able  to  live  by  this  ideal  in  America,  with  a few  pragi 
modifications,  because  the  majority  felt  a sense  of  relative  e< 
opportunity  to  make  the  sun  of  prosperity  rise  in  their  lives, 
unfortunately,  for  some  Americans  this  sun  has  never  risen; 
Americans  have  never  been  given  the  opportunity  to  follow  the 
westward  to  prosperity.  These  are  they  who  have  lived  in  the  continue 
cold  shadows  of  the  eastern  Appalachian  Mountains.  These  are  they  w 
are  trapped  in  the  dark  maze  of  Manhattan’s  eastside.  They  scratch  ^ 
bare  existence  in  numberless  throngs  in  the  ghettos  of  Southeast  Chic| 
and  Los  Angeles.  They  are  the  dwellers  of  San  Francisco’s  east  bay 
They  are  all  those  in  America  still  living  on  the  “east  side”  of  hope 
opportunity,  in  a continual  dark  night  of  despair. 

WELFARE 

To  these  too,  America  has  a sacred  responsibility  guaranteed  by  1 f 
very  fiber  of  our  commitment  to  the  maintaining  of  the  dignity  of  a fi 
people.  This  sacred  commitment  is  our  avowed  dedication  to  insure  eq\ 
opportunity  for  “life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness.”  T 
precedes,  even,  our  basic  commitment  to  the  individual’s  responsibility . 
provide  for  his  own  welfare,  because  it  is  upon  fulfillment  of  our  mi 
estate,  that  of  providing  the  opportunity,  that  hinges  his  responsibility 
make  use  of  the  opportunity. 

Several  general  conclusions  for  any  welfare  program  in  America 
deduced  from  this  philosophical  base.  First,  and  most  important,!,, 
emphasis  of  welfare  programs  should  be  shifted  from  dole-type  support 011 
long-range  training,  insuring  opportunities  for  meaningful  and  gain 
employment.  The  dole  would  then  be  merely  an  immediate  form  of  rel 
for  most  people  while  they  were  being  trained,  and  would  be  used 
long-range  support  only  in  cases  where  the  people  couldn’t  work.  Anotl 
important  conclusion  is  that  the  state  has  an  obligation  to  insure,  as  mi, 
as  possible,  equal  opportunity  in  education.  Today’s  frontiers  can  5.: 
longer  always  be  opened  by  man’s  physical  brawn;  the  trail  that  leads  < 
of  poverty  coincides  with  the  path  of  good  education.  Therefore,  >v‘. 
insure  equal  opportunities  today,  it  is  almost  a pre-requisite  that  at  le 
nearly  equal  educational  opportunities  are  available. 

The  sun  of  prosperity  which  has  been  set  for  so  many  years  for  so  nu 
people  can  and  will  rise,  but  only  if  relatively  equal  opportunities 
given  to  all  people.  Robert  Frost  once  wrote,  “The  only  way  oui 
through.”  It  is  only  through  facing  the  problem  of  poverty  t 
Americans  can  ever  hope  to  take  their  citizens  out  of  the  condition  ( 
despair  and  degradation  which  many  live  in  today.  “Come,  my  friend, 
not  too  late  to  seek  another  world.”
